AGRICULTURAL  WAGES  IN  FRANCE  IN  I92I.  ■ 

Agricultural  wages  since  I915  have  been  fixed  by  the  prefects  of  the " 
different  Departments  with  the  advice  of  a  mixed  commission,  and  after  inq.uiry 
among  employer's  and  worker's  organizations,  the  agricultural  department,  etc. 
The  daily  wages  without  board,  of  agricultural  workers  in  I92I  ranged  in  the 
different  Departments  between  a  minim-um  of  10  francs  ($.85)  and  a  maxim-^jm  of 
2^4.  francs  ($2.03),  the  average  for  the  country  being  1U.25  francs  ($1.21).  As 
the  average  for  I9II  was  3n35  fi'ancs  ($.65),  the  wages  of  these  workers  have 
increased  325         cent  in  the  10~year  period,  which  is  somewhat  less  than  the 
increased  of  industrial  "workers,
